Orange. was sprayed over Vietnam 
between 1962 and 1970 to kill forests 
which might conceal enemy troops 
The spraying was halted because of 
health hazards. Vietnamese who were 
sprayed with the defoliant suffered 
skin disorders. liver cancer, and birth 
defects 


ing illnesses that may have been 
caused by exposure to the defoliant. 
In most cases symptoms include skin 
rashes and nervousness. According 
to VA spokesman, Vern Rogers, 
“Most of them (veterans) are not 
suffering from anything intense right 
now, but if they suffer any serious 


in their records that they were in 
defoliated areas.” 

In addition to the rashes and ner- 
vousness, most cases exhibit fatigue, 
numbness of the fingers, diminished 
sex drive and offspring either aborted 
or born with birth defects.

Westinghouse Corporaion, which has sold moreUS + ukes than any other 
vendor, did not seli a domestic reactor in all of 1976 or 1977. or to date in 1978 
When it was selling nukes, Westinghouse sweetened the pie by offering long 
term uranium (fuel) supply contracts to its customers When the price of raw 
uranium increased by a factor of 5. Westinghouse unilaterally abrogated its 
uranium supply contracts on the ground of “commercial infeasibility.” and was 
promptly sued. Except for a few minor out - of - court aitiumants the 
litigation ts still under way In 1976. trade journals estimated that if Wes 
tinghouse were forced to make good on its uranium contracts the cost would 
amount to around $2 billion four times the corporation's total profits for 
1975. (Incidentally. Westinghouse is the only nuke vendor which has ever 
claimed to have made a profit from its nuclear business ) The presiding judge 
in the case continues to urge an out - of - court negotiated settiement. lest the 
back of one of our largest corporations be broken

It was amazing to find the sentiments of student Zionists occupying the 
pages of the Hornet. given space in a paper that in the past has expressed 
relative sympathy with Third World politics. Itwas absolutely ludicrous to hear 
that Zionism was a ‘liberation movement "| suppose this would be analogous 
to the settlers who ‘liberated” America from its indigenous inhabitants. or the 
United States attempting to ‘liberate Vietnam from the Vietnamese. or the 
Nazis “liberating” Germany from the Jews Since when has a racist, colonial 
theocracy been “liberating?” Instead it should concern any moral person who 
has witnessed Israel's disenfranchisement and displacement of 25 million 
Arab Palestinians indigenous to this region 

Legitimate liberation movements in Latin America, Africa, Asia or the Mid- 
die East would wretch at the idea of Zionism as a progressive phenomenon, as 
would any of the many elements of the American intelligensia (Jewish and gen- 
tile), Amnesty International or the United Nations. whom have condemned 
Zionist policies in the Middie East 

To hear Zionists speak of peace is an abscene contradicton Theirs 
represents a social system of the most violent type one which contributes to 


the conditions in refugee camps where 50 percent of children do not live to 
their fifth year, where torture is acommon instrument of repression as exposed 
by Amnest International and where some of the most lethal modern weapons 
are employed against defenseless refugees and civilian Lebanese 

Redel’s statement that there is nothing discriminatory in Zionism is refute 
that millions of Palestinians have been forced from their ancestral homeland

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During 1972 | lived in israel, spending most of my time working on a kibbutz 
| grew to love the country and the people very much. When | left. | left with the 
idea that someday | would return and stay for several! years 

The most impressive thing to me about Israel is the energy level of the 
people. They are hardworking, ambitious, and believe in what they are doing 
During my stay | saw several things that bothered me, but | chose to look at the 
overall picture which | thought was a good one. Now, six years later, my 
thoughts on Israel are quite different 

In the April 25 issue of the State Hornet, two CSUS students ~"e quoted as 
claiming that Zionism has been incorrectly distorted in recent years. | 
disagree. | believe it is the psychology of the Zionist which is making peace in 
the Middie East an impossibility. Zionism is not just a harmless “national 
liberation of the Jewish. peopie to live in their homeland,” it is also a 
dehumanizing, anti - Palestinian movement and we all must be aware of this 

Today the Israelis boast of their achievements and improvements in oc- 
Cupied territories, and at first glance it appears they have a lot to be proud of. 
For example, the Golan Heights area is iush with vegetation where there was 
once desert. Butis this any justification for Israeli occupation? What about the 
inhabitants of these occupied regions? The U.S. State Department and the 
International Commitee of the Red Cross have both charged the Israeli oc- 
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cupation authorities with numerous violations of the human rights of Arabs 
especially within these occupied territories. These violations include illegal ex- 
pulsion of Palestinians from their homes, destruction of properties, detention 
without charge for periods of up to six months, no judicial remedy for those 
detained, torture during interrogation by military police and torture of Arab 
prisoners 


Jan Presser and Daria Rede! also touched on the subject of the Palestine 
Liberation Organization and terrorism. How can we condemn an organization 
that attacks “buses, schools with children and Olympic athletes,” 
and then -ay nothing about a government that is allowing indiscriminate 
slaughter of men, women and children in Arab villages such as Deir Yassin? !s 
it OK because !sraelis do it with tanks and Phantom jets? | don’t think so, and! 
think both Arab and Israeli terrorists should be equally denounced. 

1am far from anti - Semitic or anti - Israel, but | am anti - oppression and anti - 
fascist, and | believe that Zionism breeds both of the latter. 

| am sorry to say that my return trip to the Middle East will be delayed until 
Menachem Begin stops just saying he'll negotiate, and actually starts 
negotiating.

During the 1977 track campaign, 
during which CSUS was undefeated 
in dual meet competition, Smith anda 
few other teammates qualified for the 
Division III national finals, which were 
held in Fargo, North Dakota There he 
reached the semi - finals in the 100 
meters 

Smith and the three other 
members of the 400-meter relay team 
qualified for the NCAA Division tl 
finals with great performances 
against CSC Stanisiaus Saturday 
Smith qualified in the 100- and 200- 
meter events. He, Ingram, Anthony 
Beasley and Larry Hicks made the 
finals on the strength of a 41.5 400- 
meter relay race 

In view of Smith's outstanding 
ability, he was awarded CSUS Track 
Athiete of the Year and Track Student 
Athlete of the Year awards. In receiv- 
ing the athletic honor, Smith amassed 
84.75 team points, the largest total 
since the award was established. His 
gleaming 4.0 GPA last year ied the 
way to the academic laurels 

This year, Smith won the local 
Sacramento Relays in the 100 meters 
beating out the winner of the prior 
heid Stanford Relays. 

The art - education major student 
teaches during the day. While also 
working as a janitor during the 
evening, he has little time for sieep. 
Smith asserts that the full - time work 
may be the reason for his slower times 
this year. Smith says another problem 
is that he is slow getting out of the 
starting dlocks.

Unfamiliar territory 
Gipson adjusts to new race

Hornet track star Joy Gipson was 
Obviously in unfamiliar territory dur- 
ing Saturday's Golden State 
Conference meet with CSU Hayward 
Coach Jerry Colman scheduled the 
former Cordova High Schoo! sen- 
Sation for the 800 - meter run, an event 
which she hasn't competed in all year 

Surprisingly. Gipson Stayed close 
behind teammate Lisa Foy and the 
leading Hayward runner, for much of 
the first lap. then took command of 
the race midway through the second 
lap to coast in for the win. Gipson's 
time of 2:21 6 was just three seconds 
off the school record 

Although the Hornets picked up 
two school - record performances 
from Marion Randall in the javelin and 
Andrea Carvey in the 1500 meters 
wins by the Pioneers in the final five 
events enabled the visiting Hayward 
team to capture the meet, and with it 
the GSC dual - meet championship 

Throughout the meet, the Hornets 
held the lead. once by as many as 19 
points However when the Pioneers 
took the two - mile relay by more than 
two minutes, the gap was closed to 
83-82, with the Hornets holding aslim 
advantage going into the final event 
the one - mile relay 

With five points going to the 
winner in relay races, and a meager 
point for second. the Pioneers’ six - 
second victory assured an 87-84 team 
triumph giving them a4-0 dual - meet 
season The Hornets near - upset set 
thern back to 3-1 for the season 

Coiman gave three reasons for 
not being disappointed” with the 
Hornets narrow defeat, the first of 
which was the fina! score “It was the 
first time Hayward has been held 
under 90 points all year,” noted 
Colman 

Colman’s second reason was the 
strong showing of the entire Hornet 
team Carvey, in taking first in the 
‘500 meters, tinished with a time of 
4575, breaking Foy’s schoo! mark 
set only a week earlier against CSU 
Chico 

Randall's toss of 33.85 meters in 
the javelin toppled her own school 
Standard of 32 05 meters. aiso set dur- 
ing the GSC meet with Chico.

U.S. - Japan trade 


balance, reasoning that the history of 
its economic growth under 
capitalism, compared to that of 
Western nations, has not been long 
enough to withstand an economic 
crisis 

However, the US. did not accept 
this reasoning. Ambassador Wolff, 
deputy representative’ for 
negotiations, stated, “We are taking 
the task of assuming that they 
understand their game is over. If 
Japan doesn't start buying US 
goods, there will be draconian 
measures against Japanese exports.” 
The November 21, 1977 issue of 
Newsweek further stated, °. this 
time Japan may find its gate to the 
world’s richest market slammed 
shut.” 

It is clear to U.S. experts that China 
approached Japan, not on the basis 
of world economic growth, but rather 
“to build a nation econimically and 
politically strong enough to compete 
with Western nations and to provide 
leadership among Third World 
nations.” 

China's siogan for developing the 


| nation had previously been “seif 


construction,” without outside 
technological aid. However, the 
recent rapid pace of national 


construction and the demands for 
such development by the Chinese 
people compels China to cooperate 
with Western nations for the sake of 
the nation’s development. Japanese 
experts say when China shifts its 
primary source of energy from coal to 
oil, it will probably cooperate with the 
U.S. because of its demonstrated 
technology in oil developinent. They 
say that Japan will end up aconsumer 
of the oil produced as a result of the 
cooperation between China and the 
U.S., and then only if China has asur- 
plus, because China will undoubtedly 
use its production for internal needs 
first. 

Now, Japan stands between the 
two big nations, scrutinizing what 
their next step will be. The 1972 oil 
Crisis taught Japan very clearly that 
the country’s economy cannot sur- 
vive without energy imports from 
other resource - rich nations. Thus, 
the time for three - nation summit 
talks over the vast oil resources in the 
Indochina Sea and the South China 
Sea may have to come soon

if that isn't bad enough, read on 

Most troops in Vietnam took a 
large orange malaria pill known as 
chloroquine once a week. In addition 
persons who belonged to units 
operating in the Central Highlands of 
Vietnam were told to take a smaller 
white pill daily The smaller pill con 
tained dapsone, a substance the 
National Cancer Institute has found 
to cause cancer in rats. A report 
recently published by the institute's 
laboratory states that when rats and 
mice were fed dapsone in large 


amounts, the drug caused cancer of

propriate. A developmental training 
team, nicknamed “The Mod Squad,” 
deais with behavior problems and 
teaching techniques. 


Four psychiatric technicians com- 
prise the team which gives workshops 
for the staff and is available for on - 
call training amd individual con- 
sultation. 

“People who provide direct care 
are the most important people in the 


hospital," Suskind explained. 
“Clients are important, and the staff is 
important, too.” 


Siskind expiained the hospital has 
undergone reorganization. Ad- 
ministration is now decentralized and 
organized into 13 smali hospitals. 
From geriatrics to newborns, each 
area requires different skills which 
decentralization can provide, she 
said. , 

“We have special programs for 
special clients,” Siskind said. The 
director of the program for visually 
impaired children is legally blind. 

“We have left the medical - 


profiting and growing.” 

Sonoma State Hospital conducts a 
one - year school for training 
psychiatric technicians. State - ac- 
credited, the school prepares its 
students to take licensing ex- 
aminations given by the Board of 
Vocational Nurses and Psychiatric 
Technician Examiners. 

“The state board has not kept up. It 
is stilt heavily medically - oriented.

failed to find substantial cause for 
Smith's termination, however he was 
issued a letter of reprimand for in- 
subordinant attitude toward his 
supervisor 

Based on Hughes findings, Cox 
ordered Smith to return to work April 
26 Smith chose instead to resign He 
said he felt he was the target ot a 
witch hunt by Landsness And since 
he was Cleared by Hughes he did not 
want to go back to work and be sub- 
jected to Landsness’ whims aqain 

it appears Hughes’ investigation 


was thorough insofar as it revealed 
Landsness had no cause to dismiss 
Smith 

In solving the Smith controversy 
Hughes’ investigation raises another 
pointed question regarding per- 
sonnel problems in the corporation 
yard: What is going to happen to Gor- 
don Landsness for attempting to fire 
an employee withcut substantial 
Cause? 

Many people fee! this behavior is 
proot of Landsness personnel prac- 
tices and mismanagement, and it is 
further evidence of the need for the 
investigative committee Neifert re- 
quested 

Neifert says he feels there has 
been enough complaints about 
Landsness practices to warrant a 
thorough investigation

State Hornet: Strangely, you and Gov. Brown 
often seem to be saying the same thing regarding 
guvernment spending and urban growth. Where 
do you see the most substantive differences on is- 
sues between you and Gov. Brown? 

Wilson: There are enormous differences — 
differences in experience, but I'd say there is a 
difference with respect to taxation, to the growth 
of government, to the growth of spending 
Although he has said there have been no new tax- 
es, on another more candid occasion he's ad- 
mitted that any increase is in facta tax. We've had 
a tremendous increase in business costs which 
amounts to a hidden tax: some $600 million in in- 


creased unemployment benefits and increases in 


workmen's compensation awards. The growth of 
state government under Brown has been as- 
tounding. There has been an increase in state 
spending in the time he's been governor from 
over $10 billion to over $17 billion — that's a $7 
billion increase in spending for state government. 

State Hornet: What was the increase during

Wilson: In eight years it went from $3 billion to 
$10 billion. So the increase under Brown is alar- 
ming.

State Hornet: Can you tell us why you oppose 
the public employees’ right to strike?

Wilson: What you're saying is there are certain 
aspects of what is presumably private em- 
pioyment with aregulated monopoly that are very 
much akin to public service, and | think that's 
true. The difference between public and private 
employment is that you're dealing with a 
monopoly; you're dealing with essential services, 
and there is no competition. People can't shop 
around, and they pay taxes to support the essen- 
tial services. Because it is a monopoly, if you per- 
mit and legalize a public employee strike, you're 
saying that it is legal for them either to withhold 
essential services or to threaten to do so. That 
really is putting a gun at the head of the property 
tax payer to extract wages, benefits and property 
taxes that he may nut be able to afford. | think 
that's wrong. | think anyone entering public em- 
ployment should do so with the knowledge and 
understanding that he’s under a duty not to 
withhold his services or to threaten to do so 

State Hornet .: What is your position on funding 
for state colleges and universities, and would you 
care to comment on Gov. Brown's statement that 
college professors are receiving psychic income? 

Wilson: | think that the comment about 
psychic income is a cheap shot. It would be more 
palatable to people who are working hard, mak- 
ing a contribution and seeking compensation to 
level with them and say, look, what you're doing is 
very valuable, and as a matter of competing 
demands, we can only allow so much. | think that 
makes a great deal more sense; it treats intelligent 
people with respect. But to say they are getting 
psychic compensation neglects the fact that they 
need actual compensation. 

State Hornet: What wouid’you, as governor, 
recommend more than a 5 percent pay increase 
for professors? 

Wilson: | can't say whether | would or not; | 
don't know. That depends on at least two factors: 
it depends on the state's economy and the ability 
of taxpayers to pay, and competition for those 
same tax dollars. 

State Hornet: Do you feei you know the issues 
and the position of the state budget well enough 
now to say what you would do in Gov. Brown's 
position? 

Wilson: No, because you can’t say until you're 
faced with ull the competing demands. | would 
say that both the state university and college 
systems are enormous assets to the state. They 
should be deemed priorities, but they are ob- 
viously in competition with a number of other 
demands for those tax dollars.
